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Residents are constructing 
their own survival guides 
for winter’s worries

ecause of heavy snowfalls and fluctuat- 
B= temperatures, this winter’s harsh 

weather has taken a tremendous toll 
on both people and property. But some resi- 
dents are fighting back, using everything 
from plastic shovels to blowtorches in an 
effort to rid themselves of ice and snow. 

Kaija Gilmore, Andover building inspec- 

tor, said she knows of one resident who tried 
to defrost an ice dam by hooking up a hose to 
a hot-water outlet and spraying the gutters 
around the house. 


“It won’t work. That makes the situation 
worse because (even the hot water) is going 
to freeze,” she said. “But desperate people do 
funny things.” 

Despite people’s best efforts, ruined ceil- 
ings, flooded basements, frayed nerves and 
unneighborly arguments over snow have 
become a part of this winter of discontent. 

There was a serious weather-related acci- 
dent on ice on Interstate 93 yesterday morn- 
ing. The Merrimack Valley Trauma Inter- 
vention Program received 19 calls for assis-

Dave Grant quits snooping for 
the Andover Police Department

“It’s like leaving family,” Detective David 
R. Grant, 55, a 29-year veteran of the 
Andover Police Department, said of his fel- 
low detectives when talking recently about 
his pending retirement. “I absolutely love 
this job and my partners. I have mixed emo- 
tions leaving.” 

His last day on the job was Jan. 10. He will 
be honored, along with Officer Dick Aumais, 
who retired one week earlier, at the Police- 
man’s Ball in June. 

Detective Grant said he and a few others 
are the last links to the old guard at the 
police station, “the old timers.” 

“We’re some of the last officers who 
worked in the old police station in the rear of 
Old Town Hall,” he said. 


Detective Grant was in uniform 15 years, 
the last 13% as a detective. But, when given 
the chance, he praised his partners in the 
detective division rather than talk about 
himself. “When you start talking to me about 
me, you’re talking about the people around 
me,” he said. 

His partners and boss were more forth- 
coming. 

“He goes 100 percent in anything he’s 
done in his job,” said Lt. Jack Houlihan, 
detective division commander. “Dave Grant 
has been aggressive his entire career. I say 
that because I know all the behind-the-scenes 
that happens in the investigations. From my 
perspective, you couldn’t have a better guy 
working for you.”

Town sues its own architect on 
the Andover High School project

As a means’ of protecting itself from fur- 
ther debt, the town has filed a lawsuit against 
Earl R. Flansburgh + Associates 
Inc., the architectural firm work- 
ing on the troubled Andover High 
School project. 

Although the suit was filed a 
month ago, Andover officials 
didn’t mention the case until it 
was discovered by Mark Ander- 
son, town watchdog. 

When asked about the suit at last Thurs- 
day’s building committee meeting, Buzz 
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Stapcezynski, town manager, said it was dis- 
cussed with selectmen during a private — or 
executive — session, Monday, Jan. 8. Mr. 
Stapczynski made it clear he 
would not comment on the suit. 

“It was a subject matter of exec- 
utive session and I’m not going to 
violate Massachusetts General 
Law” by talking about it, he said. 
“I think if you want to get any 
remarks you need to talk to town 
counsel.” 

Tom Urbelis, town counsel, said the suit

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Jeffrey King: Singing 
his way to fame

“Getting into classical music 
is better then listening to heavy 
metal or rock. You learn about 
history and art; the lives of kings 
and queens. There's a study that 
says classical music expands 
your mind. I just think it’s more 
sophisticated, it makes you 
think.”

These are the words of veter- 
an performer Jeffrey King, son of 
Paul and Paula King. Though 
only 12 years old, he has been 
involved with the Boston Lyric 
Opera since 1992 and has been a 
regular performer with the Tre- 
ble Chorus of New England for 
more than five years. 

He currently is playing the 
role of Robin in the Boston Lyric 
Opera’s production of Falstaff, 
Verdi’s romantic comedy about 
a greedy knight and two savvy 
Windsor wives. This is not Jef- 
frey’s first appearance with the 
company; he has been in the chil- 
dren’s chorus of La Boheme, 
played a villager and a dancer in 
Beatrice and Benedict, King 
Charles II in J Puritani and he 
appeared in Carmen. 

Jeffrey’s association with 
Boston Lyric Opera began when 
the company called Marie Stultz, 
artistic director of the Treble 
Chorus of New England, a choir 
composed of children and adoles- 
cents from this area. They asked 
Ms. Stultz if she knew of any 
children who would be willing to 
sing in the children’s choir of La 
Boheme and Jeffrey landed the 
part. 

He began singing with the 
Treble Chorus in first grade. His 
brother, Greg, also performs 
with the chorus. With this group, 
Jeffrey has traveled to London, 
appeared on WBZ-TV, sung live 
on WGBH radio and most recent- 
ly landed a solo in the National 

; Opera Association’s annual con- 


vention in Cambridge. He played 
the part of a rat in the Associa- 
tion performance of Mystery on 
the Docks. 

His other credits include 
singing Amahl and the Night Vis- 


itors with the Longy School of 


Music in December of 1994 and 
with the Polymnia Choral Soci- 
ety in December of 1995. He has 
also done solo work with the 
Zamir Choral Society in Boston, 
and in 1994 he was invited to sing 
with the American Choral Direc- 
tors Association Honors Choir. 
Each year this national choir 
chooses 50 young people from 
across the country. It has a repu- 
tation of having the best young 
voices in the nation. 

Jeffrey says he doesn’t want to 
pursue singing as a full-time pro- 
fession. He thinks it’s fun, but 
feels that it is difficult to make a 
living through singing and finds 
the lifestyle of most performers 
to be a bit “bizarre” due to their 
hectic rehearsal schedules. 
Though uncertain about future 
plans, Jeffrey knows that he 
wants to volunteer for the MSP- 
CA when he is 16. Also, he is con- 
sidering being a teacher. His 
favorite subjects are social stud- 
ies and science, and he is looking 
forward to studying history in 
high school. 

He’s a seventh-grader at North 
Andover Middle School. He says 
he doesn’t allow his busy 
rehearsal schedule to affect his 
studies or his extracurricular 
activities. He is a high honors 
student who serves on the Stu- 
dent Council. He also plays the 
french horn in the school band 
and sings in the school chorus. 

In March, he will play the part 
of Winthrop in the school’s pro- 
duction of the Music Man. His 
solo numbers include Gary Indi- 
ana and a verse from The Wells 
Fargo Wagon. 

Jeffrey also enjoys playing 
soccer year round. In the fall and 
spring he plays outdoor soccer 
for the North Andover Red 
Raiders and participates on an 
indoor team in the winter. For 
the past two years, Jeffrey has 
been an acolyte at Christ Church 
in Andover and has received a 
lot of support from the congrega- 
tion. 

A few years ago Jeffrey's 
father became ill and though he 
is doing better, he is unable to 
drive his son to rehearsals. With 
the help of the Rev. Jim Diamond 
of Christ Church, volunteer 
drivers from the parish were 
found. Those who are driving, 
according to Jeffrey, say they are 
glad to have an excuse to — a

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tance last month and mid-way through Jan- 
uary had received nine more, a fact Jayan 
Conlin attributes partly to the weather. 

Ms. Conlin, a Snowberry Road resident 
and TIP crisis team manager, said TIP was 
called regarding a 40-year-old Methuen wom- 
an who had been living without heat for a 
week. 

“Her house was falling apart. There was 
no food in the fridge. She had a frozen con- 
centrate on a space heater — that was the 
only food. And she was living like that for a 
week!” said Ms. Conlin. “Water pipes had 
burst and this woman was trying to live 
there as if nothing had happened. There 
were icicles forming in the corner of the 
rooms.” 

Ms. Conlin said the woman has since been 
treated for pneumonia, released from the 
hospital and is living in a shelter. 

Though the Methuen case was an extreme 
one, Ms. Conlin warns that everyone should 
guard against strained backs and heart 
attacks from shoveling, and the effects of 
staying indoors. 

She said domestic violence increases this 
time of year, and people who are cooped up 
can suffer from depression or cabin fever. 
When there are breaks in the weather, peo- 
ple should take advantage of them and go 
outside for recreation or to shop and exer- 
cise, she advised. 

What to do with ce dams? 

However, there have been days when 
Andoverites have gone outside for one rea- 
son only — to take care of their dammed gut- 
ters. Ice dams, piles of snow and ice that pre- 
vent water from draining off roofs, have 
damaged hundreds of homes in Andover. 

“T've lived in New England all my life and 
this is the first time I’ve ever been on my 
roof. I can’t remember this much ice 
buildup,” said Jean Russo-Fowler, of Linda 
Road. 

Although she had a new roof installed on 
her house in May, Ms. Russo-Fowler has suf- 
fered water damage from all the ice and 
snow on her roof.

Despite problems with the Andover High 
School construction project, the contractor, 
the architects and the consultant hired to be 
“the eyes and ears on site” have all received 
more money than their original 
contracts specified. 

A new progress report is expect- 
ed this week, but at their Jan. 11 
meeting School Building Commit- 
tee members admitted the last 
report showed these groups have 
made almost $1.2 million more 
than their original contract values. 

Stone-Congress, the High School 
contractor, has received $1,063,000 
more than its bid price because of change 
orders by the architect. It will receive addi- 
tional money because of change estimates 
that have been approved but have not yet 
been paid. 

Stone-Congress has also filed a lawsuit 
claiming it deserves $1.7 million more. 

Earl R. Flansburgh + Associates, the High 
School architects, will make at least $77,000 
more than its $1,550,000 contract. 

Jim Marsh, building committee chairman, 
said the bulk of this money came as a result 
of redesign work to lower the gym roof to

eliminate an elevated running track and save 
money. Architects are also entitled to reim- 
bursement for the cost of printing, phone 
calls, gas or train fares, and faxes. 

Mead Consulting, the consulting firm 
hired for project management and 
to be the clerk of the works at all 
three construction projects, has 
made around $41,000 more than its 
original $500,000 contract. 

Mr. Marsh said this was because 
Andover thought it would only 
need a clerk of the works at the 
High School for three-quarters of 
his or her time, and that clerk 
could spend the rest of his or her 
time at Sanborn School. Officials have since 
discovered they need a full-time AHS clerk. 


Contingency money 

In related news, it appears that one of 
these groups will be getting more money, 
because the High School contingency fund 
has taken another hit. The contingency fund 
is used to pay for unexpected expenses. 

After the building committee saw the orig- 
inal $1.4 million in contingency funds disap- 
pear, it cut items from the program to place

into the fund. But as of its Jan. 11 meeting, 
the committee was informed there was less 
than one-third that amount left in the contin- 
gency again. 


Sharman Lappin, project manager, said 
part of the reason was because of a miscalcu- 
lation in which the architects counted one 
cut twice. 

“We have $61,000 in contingency and it is 
now Jan. 11 and April Town Meeting is not 
for three more months. We need to come up 
with significant amounts of money,” said 
Susan Jenkins, committee member. 

Ms. Lappin estimated the committee will 
need around $45,000 per month. 


“So we have to come up with $150,000. We 
can whack it out of the furniture and equip- 
ment budget, that’s one option available to 
us, but there aren’t a lot of other options 
without affecting educational specifica- 
tions,” said Ms. Jenkins.

RECYCLING 


By Virginia Cole 

Jan. 20, this coming Saturday, the third 
Saturday in the month, is the day to take 
plastics and aluminum to be recycled at the 
West Middle School parking lot on Shaw- 
sheen Road. 

If you haven’t done it in a while — or if you 
are new in town and have never done it — the 
hours are 9 a.m.-1 p.m. You will find big 
trucks, friendly people and sometimes a traf- 
fic jam. You will be doing your civic duty to 
your town as it is mandatory to recycle #1 
and # 2 plastics and aluminum. The reason 
you must look on the bottom of your plastic 
containers to find the #1 or #2, is that only 
those so numbered plastics can be recycled 
in this area — they are the only ones that can 
be sold. 


Aluminum recycling is also mandatory, 
which means it is forbidden to put it in your 
trash where it will go to the incinerator and 
further the pollution problems there. Per- 
haps you have read recently of the expense 
the town will have in order to improve that 
incinerator. Burning materials that should 
not be burned is a great part of the problem. 
Of course, much aluminum can be returned 
to stores to redeem deposits paid, but if you 
can’t bother, take it to West Middle School 
Jan. 20 and the town will recycle it for you. 

You may see people putting plastics other 
than #1 or #2 in the trucks at West Middle 
School. Everything that is deposited is taken 
to the materials processing facility in 
Charleston where it is put on rollers with 
magnets and also hand-sorted so that any- 
thing that can be recycled will be and what- 
ever is left will go into a landfill or incinera- 
tor somewhere. If the wrong things go in 
here in Andover, it will not prevent the right 
things from being recycled but it does make a 
more complicated process and ultimately a 
more costly one.

Montessori School nears reality at S. Main site

The new Andover School of Montes- 
sori proposed for the former Elks prop- 
erty on South Main Street is a little bit 
closer to becoming a reality this week, 
but not without some protest from 
neighbors and planners. 

The plan is for a 10,250 square-foot, 
one-story building that would serve 150 
students on 7.5 acres, including some 
wetlands. It was approved by the Board 
of Health last week and the Conserva- 
tion Commission this week. Planners 
have not approved the proposal, but 
are expected to close the public hearing 
on it at their next meeting Tuesday, 
Jan, 23, and will likely vote on it at 
their first meeting in February. 

Planners have asked the developer 


to: 

* Provide more parking in order to 
keep cars from backing up along 
Route 28, especially during peak drop 
off times and special functions; 

* Provide fencing or shrubbery as 
screening for the residential property 
to the south of the site; 

* Provide sidewalks around the 
driveway areas and to various pedes- 
trian entrances and exits on the prop- 
erty; 

* Move a play area proposed for 13 
feet from Route 28 to a more remote 
part of the site, or provide fencing to 
protect the play areas from the road- 
way; 

« Arrange for the dumpster to be

Pike students attend an all-student congress of 
the Merrimack River Watershed Education Project 


Four students from Pike School represent- 
ed their classmates recently at an all student 
congress of the Merrimack River Watershed 
Education Project, held at the University of 
Massachusetts Lowell. Students were Car- 
men Cruz, John Michael DiResta, Patrick 
Murphy and Bridget MacKean. 

In an interstate collaboration, the project 
engages more than 1,000 students from 49 
middle and high schools in New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts to monitor water quality 
in the Merrimack River and related water- 
sheds. 

Student teams collect water samples from 
their local river or stream and test for a num- 
ber of water-quality indicators. All samples 
are taken on the same day to obtain an accu- 
rate “snapshot” of the river basin. Students 
post their testing data and. compare ‘results 


on a UMass Lowell-provided Internet link, 
IDEA. 

Representative students and teachers who 
attend the congress conduct workshops and 
share information about water quality in the 
Merrimack watershed. 

The Merrimack River Watershed Educa- 
tion Project is sponsored by the Mas- 
sachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, 
the New Hampshire Fish and Game Depart- 
ment, and UMass Lowell. Additional funding 
was provided this year by Millipore Inc., 
Northern Essex Community College, New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services, University of New Hampshire 
Cooperative Extension, U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, the Harris Center (in New 
Hampshire), and Massachusetts Wildlife Fed-

EXERCISING HEAD RESTRAINTS 


Each year, about 120,000 Americans experience the neck injury 
commonly known as “whiplash.” The majority of these injuries occur as 
a result of rear-end car collisions in which the occupant(s) of the lead 
automobile are subjected to having their heads thrust violently 
backward, then forward. Head restraints are supposed to restrain heads 
from being pitched backward, as their name suggests. However, 
according to tests recently conducted by the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, only five vehicle head restraints out of 164 were 
judged to be good at protecting against neck injury in rear-end crashes. 
Bases on these findings, drivers and passengers are urged to adjust 
their head restraints upon seating themselves in a car. A head restraint 
should be positioned close to the back of the head and at least as high 
as the head's center of gravity (about 3 1/2 inches below the top of the

“He was the glue that kind of held 
everything together. It’s not going to be 
easy around here without him,” said 
Detective Jim Haggerty. 

Sgt. Detective Kevin Winters said 
everyone talks about Dave Grant's 
police work, but there’s a lot more to 
him. “Dave has an exterior that he’s 
just the tough talking straight cop,” 
Set. Winters said. “He has a true feel- 
ing for kids in trouble. For a guy that’s 
supposed to be tough, he has a heart 
almost as big as himself.” 

Sgt. Winters recalled in 1984 when 
they arrested a drug abuser named 
Tom Cleary and charged him with 
more than 100 house breaks in 
Andover and other towns. A special 
task force had been set up with other 
towns to capture Mr. Cleary. After it 
was over, Detective Grant asked the 
suspect what happened. Mr. Cleary 
had been a semi-pro baseball player in 
a Cape Cod league when he was hit by 
a car, disabled, and became hooked on 
prescription drugs. That led to harder 
drugs and a life of crime. “He really felt 
bad for this guy,” Sgt. Winters said, 
Upsom’s Pharmacy 

Some of the numerous cases Detec- 
tive Grant was involved in stand out 
more than others, like the armed rob- 
bery of Upsom’s Pharmacy in Shaw- 
sheen Square in 1972. 

Then-Patrolman Grant and his part- 
ner, Officer Larry Lynch, were sitting 
at the red light in Shawsheen Square 
when three men emerged from the 
pharmacy, located where the Andover 
Hockey Shop is now. The three ran, 
spilling a box of money and drugs onto 
the sidewalk. They'd held a knife to a 
clerk’s throat to obtain the goods. 

Officer Lynch chased one around 
back and up Lowell Street, while Detec- 
tive Grant chased another across into 
the Wood estate. Then Detective Grant 
heard a gunshot. He ran back and 
found Officer Lynch standing over a 
wounded suspect. The man had pulled 
a knife, then refused to drop it, accord- 
ing to Detective Grant, and Officer 
Lynch shot him twice in the leg, 
wounding him. 

Detective Grant went back and 
caught the second suspect hiding at the 
Wood estate. The third was picked up 
hitchhiking on Route 495 by another 
cruiser. All three were convicted. 

Other notable cases involving Detec- 
tive Grant include: 

¢ The time in the 1970s he, Officer 
Lynch and several other members of 
the department helped pull a canoeist 
and his would-be rescuers from the 
Shawsheen River after a second 
canoeist drowned. After losing their 
own safety line, the four or five mem- 
bers from the Salem, N.H., rescue team 
got caught in a vertical whirlpool at 
the base of the spill dam. All were even- 
tually pulled to safety. 

« When Grant and Lynch responded 
to a report that a baby had fallen into 
Robert’s Pond at Phillips Academy. 
Detective Grant revived her. 

* One morning he was told Officer 
Stephen Martellini had had a knife put

to his throat during a scuffle with a 
house-break suspect. Detective Grant 
told Officer Martellini they would have 
the suspect in custody before the sun 
set. Detective Grant found and arrested 
the suspect in a crawl space in an 
apartment in Lawrence that afternoon. 
Getting started 

Detective Grant quit Andover High 
in 1958 at the age of 17. But he obtained 
his Graduate Equivalency Degree after 
becoming an Andover police officer. “It 
was one of my proudest moments.” 

He grew up first on Dale Street in 
Ballardvale, then on Salem Street at 
the Ward Reservation where his father 
served as caretaker. After quitting 
school he joined the Marine Corps and 
went straight to Lebanon. He later 
cruised the Mediterranean countries, 
was on one of the first ships to go 
through the new locks at the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, and spent two years 
in Hawaii where he once guarded Elvis 
Presley. He left the Marines in 1962 and 
bounced around in a few different jobs 
before joining the police in 1967. 

“It was a totally different world 
when I came on,” Detective Grant said. 
There were only three or four cruisers, 
all different. “I think one of them was a 
checker cab. I started on the 5-1 shift.” 

About a month before he started 
here, Detective Grant was at Santina’s 
restaurant on South Main Street when 
then Patrolman Lynch walked in. “I 
hope I don’t have to work with him,” 
Detective Grant remembers saying. 

“As luck would have it, Larry and I 
became partners almost immediately,” 
he said. 

It was good luck. He and Larry 
Lynch were a dynamic duo, making 
more drug raids and arrests than any 
other officers, according to Lt. Houli- 
han. Detective Grant said they aver- 


aged three or four drug cases a day in 
Lawrence District Court, until one day 
a judge told the two to go after the deal- 
ers — so they did. Between 1968 and 1975 
they performed numerous drug raids 
on dealers, making in excess of 150 
arrests in the seven-year period, 
according to Detective Grant. 

“They were the Andover Police 
Department at that time,” Lt. Houlihan 
said. 

Move to detectives 

In 1982, Lt. Houlihan was chosen to 
reorganize the detective division. He 
asked Detective Grant to join him. “I 
was very reluctant to do it. I wanted to 
go at my own pace. But he talked me 
into it,” Detective Grant said. 

They were joined by Kevin Burke, 
“a fanatic about details and who would 
spend hours and hours looking 


Leadership lacking 

One of Detective Grant’s jobs has 
been to help break in new recruits; 
one was Chief James Johnson, anoth- 
er was Lt. Jack Houlihan, when the 
two joined the department as patrol- 
men in 1969. But he now sees a lack of 
leadership at the “highest level of the 
department.” Although not saying out- 
right that it is Chief Johnson he was 
talking about, he said the lack-of-lead- 
ership criticism does not include Lt. 
Houlihan. 

“Jack Houlihan is the clearest 
thinking, finest leader on the police 
department,” he said.

through a magnifying glass,” anc 
whose expertise in crime scene foren 
sics has been one of the keys to 
Andover’s high solvability rate on 
crimes, according to Detective Grant. 

Joe Hastings became the specialist 
working with juveniles and on sex 
crimes, including rape. Don Pattullo 
joined the team with Detective Grant 
on investigations and the two were 
partners for years.

The feeling is mutual. “I learned 
more from him, from not only police 
work, but a lot of other things in life.

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but should be able to hit the street and 
use their own personality and 
approach to the job.

jedi and flooding problems on the 
site. They fear the plan will increase 
drainage from the site and aggravate 
flooding problems they already have 
on their own properties. 

Ed Barrett, of 15 Pinecrest Road, and 
John and Madeleine O’Connor, of 412 
S. Main St., are also circulating a peti- 
tion among their neighbors asking the 
state to look at the traffic issues sur- 
rounding the site on Route 28. Mr. 
Colyer said the state must sign off on 
the project anyway, since it requires a 
curb cut on a state highway, so it will 
have the chance to review the plans. 

The neighbors also can’t understand 
how a site deemed unsuitable for a 
senior center is now being considered 
for a school. The Elks property was 
looked at for a new senior center, but 
rejected after Everett Penney, town 
health director, recommended against 
it because of poor drainage and a high 
water table. 

“I discouraged the Council on Aging 
from looking at it because of the poten- 
tial adverse conditions for septic,” Mr. 
Penney said last week. 

He said the septic system the cur- 
rent developer has had approved will 
cost $50,000 to $70,000. 

Mr. Barrett questioned if there were 
a difference between elders’ bladders 
and children’s bladders that made one 
project feasible and the other not. Mr. 
Penney said there was not, but that 
there are different criteria for schools 
that have to be considered. 

Generally, Mr. Penney said, it is the 
Planning Board's policy not to allow 
multi-family dwellings unless they are 
on town sewer. And he said that should 
apply to schools as well. 


“We shouldn't be considering any 
multi-use facilities unless they're on 
sewer,” Mr. Penney said. 

Even thought the septic has been 
approved for the school, “that septic 
system's not going to last forever,” he 
said. 

The average life expectancy for such 
a system is about 12 years, according to 
Mr. Penney, after which the owner 
would have to build another one. 

“The town not pursuing that for the 
Council on Aging as a site is a blessing 
in disguise to me,” Mr. Penney said. 

“It’s a tight site, let’s face it,” Mr. 
Colyer said. 

Health concerns 

The Board of Health approved a sep- 
tic plan for the school last week by a 3-0 
vote, but in doing so limited the school 
to a maximum of 150 students with no 
cafeteria, gymnasium or showers, 

“We've got the Cadillac of systems 
there,” Mr. Penney said of the 
approved septic design. 

The developer had asked for three 
variances from the health codes for a 
previous design, but was turned down 
by the board. 

The board required that environ- 
mental testing be done on the old septic 
system area to check for oil, grease and 
solvents from the Fieldstone Restau- 
rant, which was once located on the 
site. Those tests showed nothing in 
excess of acceptable levels, Mr. Penney 
said. 

The only remaining concern regard- 
ing contamination at the site is with 
lead, probably from paint used on the 
old building that was torn down. Sur- 
face soil there tested at 280 parts per 
million, just below the 300 ppm used by 
the Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection as a cutoff for required report-

ing purposes. But it is close enough to 
keep an eye on it, according to Mr. Pen- 
ney. 

“We're going to insist on some more 
testing being done during the construc- 
tion phase,” Mr. Penney said. 

Because it is a school and young 
children will be on site, he will ask that 
the site be tested as soils are disturbed 
and, if higher concentrations are 
found, require that contaminated soil 
be removed, he said. 


ConsCom 

ConsCom members in December 
asked the developer to slightly alter the 
proposal in order to reduce the amount 
of runoff from the property. They 
asked that a retention area be modified 
to allow zero runoff from the property. 
That was done by modifying the deten- 
tion area to allow alower drainiage 
from the property.

than I’ve ever learned before,” said 
Detective Don Pattullo. 

On one special detail the pair made 
75 arrests for breaking and entering, 
including several home invasions. 

“When I first came on, a home inva- 
sion was virtually unknown. Now they 
are all too frequent.” 

Dave Grant passed the torch for 
investigations to Detectives Pattullo 
and Jim Haggerty. Detective Grant 
says they solved the murder of a Clin- 
ton man whose body was found off 
Lowell Junction Road last year. 

“Jack Houlihan, Kevin Winters and 
John Bernhardt are the finest supervi- 
sors on that police department,” Detec- 
tive Grant said. 

“With the talent that I see down here 
now and the energy they put into the 
job, and the experience they have, 
there’s been no major crime that’s not 
been handled successfully by the 
Andover detectives in the last nine 
years. And that speaks well of the lead- 
ership of Jack Houlihan,” Detective 
Grant said. 


Detective Grant said any change in 
the personnel in the detectives division 
in the wake of his leaving would be 
counter productive.

Question: Who’s in charge of the 
school building project? Answer: 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 

As chief executive officer of the 
town, Mr. Stapczynski hired the con- 
tractors and architects; it is his job to 
make decisions on how to deliver 
what the residents approved at Town 
Meeting. His boss is the Board of 
Selectmen; it is up to them to moni- 

r the town manager’s progress. 

Mr. Stapczynski appointed the 
School Building Committee; those 
people answer to the town manager 
and support his job, which is to get 
the project done. But if the project is 
cut, the School Committee is in 
charge of the final cuts because their 
job was to draw up the educational 
specifications for the project. It is not 
up to the building committee to 
decide if or how the technology bud- 
get could be cut. 

The building project at AHS has 
most of us puzzled. We don’t know 
whether to be angry that we’re not 
getting what we bargained for when 
we approved an override of Proposi- 
tion 2% And officials are now saying 
we need as much as $2.8 million 
more to complete the project. 

Our first reaction is: No way, we 
won't pay. Everyone has to live with- 
in a budget, right? 

Maybe. Maybe not. Because if we 
cut too much, we are sure to regret it 
down the road. Andover’s high 
school is one of our most important 
assets, and we want it to be viable. 

Should we take some money from 
the technology budget and finish the 
building project? That may not work. 
When the project is completed and 
the state is getting ready to reim- 
burse the town, the project has to 
look a lot like the original project 
voters approved. A new technology 
package was part of that. 

Besides, technology is a priority. 
Let’s not add technology to the list of 
items such as roads and sidewalks 
that we decide most years not to fund 
fully.

As a result, professional ice-dam 
removers have seen their business 
become like the water their clients 
fear — it’s gone through the roof. 

“We're getting a tremendous flood 
of calls. (In Andover) we've probably 
had a couple a hundred calls in the 
last three days,” Ken Barry, president 
of Upkeep Services, said Monday. 
“Our lines just got completely fried 
the last few days.” 

Mr. Barry and others interviewed 
by the Townsman offered some advice 
for people who are trying to prevent 
water damage. (See related story.) 

Although professional assistance is 
available, many people have tried to 
take care of their water problems by 
themselves. 

One woman who works in 
Andover, but who begged to remain 
anonymous, said her husband took a 
blowtorch to the gutters to rid his 
house of ice dams. The dams had 
become so extensive that the ice 
pushed the drain pipes away from the 
house. 

Did it work? 

“No, because I went out there - I 
thought I was going to have to kill him 
~ and I said, ‘What are we going to tell 
the firemen when they come?’ ” she 
said. 

“I volunteered my hair dryer to my 
husband to melt the ice. He wouldn't 
do it” because he feared he’d be elec- 
trocuted, said Pat Vasas, a manage- 
ment analyst at the Andover Internal 
Revenue Service. But not everyone 
was so reasonably cautious. 

“The strangest one I saw? The other 
day I was doing a roof and the guy 
next door had his wife’s hair-drier 
blower,” said Dick Brown, a Brown 
Street resident and snow-removal con- 
tractor. “I figured it had to be a pretty 
strong hair drier.”

Breaking the dam 


By Neil Fater 

Only 15 shoveling days until 
Groundhog Day, but there are those 
who believe winter’s worst is yet to 
come. 

So, to help residents deal, the 
Townsman offers the following 
advice regarding one of this winter’s 
most hellacious problems, the ice 
dam. 

“For those people who do not have 
the equipment, they should not get 
on the roof themselves. The danger is 
very, very high, particularly now 
that everything has iced over,” said 
Kaija Gilmore, Andover’s building 
inspector. “My advice to people 
would be, if you don’t have the equip- 
ment, hire somebody.” 

Ms. Gilmore said people should 
not use devices such as blowtorches 
and hair driers because they could 
cause a fire or they could be electro- 
cuted. She also said that putting salt 
on the roof can destroy shingles. 

“The only thing that you can do is 
just pull the snow off the roof,” sug- 
gests Dick Brown, a private snow- 
removal contractor on Brown Street. 
“If you go chipping that ice you'll 


. 
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ruin your whole roof.” 

Mr. Brown says those with flat 
roof tops need to be particularly 
attentive. 

Ken Barry, president of Upkeep 
Services, a company that removes 
ice dams, suggests the following tips, 
to avoid water damage: 

¢« Chip away ice formed along 
house windows. 

* If you can safely do so, dig an 
eight-inch- to foot-wide canal 
through the ice on your roof. Water 
will be able to flow off the roof 
through this canal. 

¢ If you can safely get on your roof, 
remove the snow and ice. 

Ice dams form when the heat from 
houses melts the ice and snow on 
roofs. Underneath an insulated snow 
covering, water runs down rooftops 
and into gutters or onto other over, 
hangs where it can freeze again an 
form dams. As more water runs off 
the house and freezes along the over- 
hangs, the ice dams becomes larger. 
Eventually, water becomes trapped 
on the roof and seeps under shingles 
and into people’s houses, damaging 
ceilings.

Royal Jewelers, at 58 Main St., 
also sells furs, but owner Steven 
Leed isn’t afraid of his new com- 
petition. 


“It should be healthy having 
two stores selling furs,” Mr. Leed 
said this week. 


Thompson’s still vacant 

The other vacant space in the 
Andover Bank building, that for- 
merly occupied by Thompson’s 
office products, which later was 
known as Loring, Short & Har- 
mon, is still available for lease. 

“We’ haven't even gotten to a 
negotiating stage with anybody,” 
a bank spokeswoman, who asked 
not to be named, said this week. 


The spokeswoman said the 
bank had considered using a por- 
tion of the space for bank purpos- 
es, but that that was unlikely 
now. 


“I’m not sure that we need the 
space,” she said. 

The River Road branch of 
Andover Bank closed as of Jan. 1 
except for drive-up service, and 
the bank’s deposit services oper- 
ation will be moving into that 
building, she said. That frees up 
more space in the Main Street 
building for the bank’s needs. 

The 5,200 square feet on two 
floors is more difficult to rent 


than was the Waldenbooks 
space, according to the 
spokeswoman. 


“Most people don’t want more 
than 2,000 feet,” she said. 


Andover Bank does not want 
a food service operation in the 
building, she said, and those are 
the type of businesses that have 
been making inquiries, includ- 
ing Chinese food places, bak- 
eries, pizza restaurants, two 
bagel shops and more. 


“Probably 75 percent of the 
inquiries have been from food 
people,” she said. 


Tech chairman: Budget 
already bare-bones

In hopes of finding more money for the 
contingency fund, the School Building Com- 
mittee has asked Dick Neal, superintendent, 
to consider “bare-boning the technology bud- 
get” for the Andover High School construc- 
tion project. But Jack Driscoll, ad hoc tech- 
nology committee chairman, said he believes 
Andover is already close to spending the 
minimum it can to meet educational require- 
ments. 

Mr. Driscoll met recently with Mr. Neal to 
discuss this dilemma. 

“It’s going to be pretty tricky” to cut, said 
Mr. Driscoll. “My view is we’re at a mini- 
mum now, but we’re going to provide them 
with a staged plan to negotiate with.” 

Some officials fear that further cuts could 
threaten state reimbursement. 

“We're working on (developing a mini- 
mum plan) right now. But we’re taking 
another look at the whole plan that was 
developed for the High School,” said Mr. 
Neal. “One of the things we have to look at is 
where we're headed here.” 

Could a change to the High School tech- 
nology plan affect the middle school and ele- 
mentary programs?

“We’re not looking at the High School in 
isolation. We’re looking at it in terms of a K 
through 12 plan,” said Mr. Neal. “I wouldn’t 
want to say it does, but it could.” 

The technology committee will meet Tues- 
day evening, Jan. 23, and discuss the mini- 
mum it can spend. 

“I don’t think you’re going to find us say- 
ing a number. I'll be honest with you, I think 
we already are pretty close to that” mini- 
mum, said Mr. Driscoll.

in October, 1996, Stone-Congress is claiming 
it will need until February of 1997. 

“I think I'd want to see what the real gain 
from that (decision to lengthen the school 
day) would be,” said Mr. Neal. “If the gain is 
we pick up a week or two, that’s one thing. If 
the gain is we finish in the summer, that’s 
another.” 

Before recommending the calendar 
change, the superintendent said he would 
have to weigh the educational pluses and 
minuses of such a decision. 

The plan would also need the approval of 
the teachers’ union and the state Depart- 
ment of Education, which still requires edu- 
cational systems to have 180 days of school. 
Parents and students might be concerned 
with how this will affect after-school jobs 
and activities. 

“It isn’t something (where) someone picks 
up the phone and decides what to do,” said 
Mr. Neal.
